Take a bean—just an ordinary white 
bean out of the pantry—and look at it. 
The smooth white outer covering is 
seed coat. It {s almost water 
tight and is a protection for the parts 
that lie within. On one side you will 
notice a very conspicuous spot. This 
Is the seed scar and is the place where 
the little stem that fastened the bean 
to the pod was attached. Near one 
end of the seed scar, or hilum, as the 
botanists call it, is a small round hole, 
the micropyle. If you put a bean in 
water it will soon begin to swell be- 
cause of the water which it absorbs 
through the micropyle. 


Now, take a bean that has been 
soaked for a few hours, The seed 
toat will come 


off easily. The 
part of the bean 
that is inside is 
found to be split 
{In two length- 
wise, These two 
halves are called 
cotyledons, which 
fs only another 
name for seed 
leaves. Spread 
the cotyledons 
apart carefully. 
If you look close- 
ly you can see a 
little plant tuck- 
ed snugly away 
between them, 
Just to one side 
of the middle ts 
tt small stem, the 


caulicle, IFasten- 

ed to it is the ric, Ia LITTLE 
plumule, a_ tiny BEAN PLANT. 
bunch of leaves so small that you 


may have difficulty in making them 
out. Farther on, at the end of the 
bean, is the stubby root, or radicle. 
These different parts are found in ey: 
evy seed, no matter how small. 

Now that you have seen what fs in 
the bean, examine a pumpkin seed in 
the same way. It 1s much the same 
inside as the bean, only flatter. Thr 
4ihum iss the’ pointed end, and tha 
plumule is so small that you may not 
be able to see it at all. In these two 
seeds there are only two main parts, 
the seed cont and the little plant. By 
far the greater part of the room inside 
seed coat is taken up by the fleshy 
seed leaves, 

Now let us look at a different kind 
of a seed. Take a kernel of corn that 
has been soaked for several hours and 
cut it in two lengthwise the narrow 
way. The back of the grain is made 
up in part of a hard, flinty substance 
and in part of a white, mealy layer. A 
large part of the front of the kernel is 
taken up by the soft, oily germ. 

Look at the cut section of the germ 
carefully. The little plant can be 
made out very plainly. The little 
pointed stem which points upward and 
outward is the cotyledon, There is 
only one cotyledon in corn instead of 
two, as in the other seeds you have 
examined. If you will take a cotyledon 
of a corn plant that has been left in a 
warm place until it has commenced to 
grow and cut it In two lengthwise you 
will see that the inside fs packed with 
layers of tiny leaves ready to unfold 
ns soon as their turn comes, This is 
the plumule, The other parts of the 
little corn plant you will be able to 
make out with little trouble. 

You have doubtless been wondering 
what the rest of the kernel, the part 
back of the germ, is for, While it fs 
not a part of the plant itself, it is of 
very great use to it, as we shall see. 
The little plant when it begins to 
grow must have food, At first it has 
ho roots to get this foed from the soil, 
so ft must get its nourishinent from 
some other source, This source is the 
part of the kernel outside of the germ 
itself, or the endosperm, In the pump- 
kin seed and the bean the endosperm 
and the cotyledons are the same—that 
is, the food material is stored in the 
large, fishy seed leaves. 

This feod material consists largely 
of starch and ofl, Neither of these can 
be used by the developing plant with- 
out first being changed to a liquid 
form, ‘This is one of the reasons why 
seeds will not germinate without wa- 
ter, The other reason is that ‘e wa- 
ter is needed to soften the seed coat so 
the plant ean get out. But this starch 
and oil will net dissolve in water 
without first being changed to a solu- 
ble form. This is accomplished by 
moans of ferments called enzymes. If 
you will put a plece of starch on your 
tongue for a moment you will find that 
{t will begin to taste sweet, This 1s 
because the ferments In the saliva are 
¢hanging it to sugar, The enzymes in 
the endosperm work in much the same 
way, changing the starch and oll to 
sugar and other soluble substances, 
These are dissolved by the water and 
go to feed the growing plant. 

These enzymes cannot work without 
alr and warmth, You alrendy know 
that a seed will not germinate in cola 
ground, and {if you will put some 
beans in a glass of water and leave 
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them for several days you will fin? 
that they will not germinate, no mat. 
ter how warm they are kept, because 
they cannot get air. The reason is that 
without both air and warmth the en. 
zymes cannot prepare the food for the 
plant, and if it cannot get food of 
course {it cannot grow, 

After the plant hus started to grow 
the seed coat is no longer of any use 
to it. In some plants, such as corn, 
the little plant finds its way out very 
easily. The little pumpkin plant, with 
its heavy coat, has a harder time. In- 
deed, were it not for a little contriv- 
fnee with which nature has provided 
It it could not get out at all. This isa 
tiny hook on the lower end of the 
seed. This hook catches on the end of 
the seed coat and peels it back as 
neatly as you take off your coat. 
Watch for this ina germinating pump- 
kin or squash seed and see if you can- 
not notice it. In some seeds, like hick- 
ory nuts, the plant is unable to get out 
until the seed coat is cracked by the 
frost or in some other way, 

We have seen that a seed cannot 
start to grow unless it has moisture, 
warmth and air, It not only needs 
these, but it needs them in the proper: 
proportions. In a light, sandy soil 
moisture is often lacking, and the 
seed is slow in germinating for this 
reason. In such a soil growth will 
start more quickly if the soil is pack- 
ed tightly around the seed. The seed 
will soak up moisture more rapidly if’ 


' the particles of soil are in close von- 


tact with it on all sides. Packing 
down the soil in the row with the 
flat side of a hoe or with a board or 
with the broad, flat planter wheels in 
the field helps the seed to absorb 
moisture and so hastens germination. 

In a heavy, sticky clay soil there is: 
usually plenty of moisture, but air ts. 
often lacking. If such a soil is pack- 
ed down too tightly over the seed the: 
particles are forced so closely together 
that very little air can get through, 
and hence germination is delayed, In 
n soll of this kind seeds should never 
be planted very deeply. 

The most important factor of all is 
warmth, <A cold soil may have 
moisture and air in exactly the right 
amounts, and still the seed will not 
start to develop. Even if it does be- 
gin to grow progress will be slow, and 
the plant will haye a weak, unhealthy 
look. It is of the utmost importance 
to walt until the seed bed is warm 
before planting the seed, Many seeds 
which would rot or produce only 
spindling stalks if planted in a cold 
soll will grow into strong plants if° 
planting is delayed until the soil has 
sbecome warm, Any seed will make a 
stronger, better producing plant if it 
has 2 warm seed bed to start from. 

The rapidity with which soil will 
warm up in the spring depends a great 
deal upon the nature of the soil itself. 
A sandy soil warms up quickly be- 
cause the air can get down Into it 
easily, thus warming it all the way 
through at once. 
the higher temperature of sandy soil 
is its greater dryness, As long as wa- 
ter is evaporating rapidly the ground 
will be cold. The process of evapora- 
tion requires a great deal of heat.

We can help the soil to become 
warm in the spring, then, by doing all 
that we can to check evaporation. Did 
you ever notice how quickly the sur- 
face of a wet field became dry after it 
had been harrowed? This is because 
stirring and loosening the soil stops 
the water from coming up from be- 
low. The water in the loose upper 
layer soon evaporates, and after that 
the heat is used in warming the svil 
instend of turning the water into ya- 
por. Of course if we are not going to 
allow the surplus water to be given off 
by evaporation we must provide tile 
drains and ditches to carry it away, 
We shall study more about drainage 
and the movement of water through 
the soll in another article,

WHALING IN FAR NORTH 


CANADA HAS REMARKABLE COL- 


ONY ON HERSCHEL ISLAND. 


Little Group of Whale-Hunters Away | 


Up on Our Arctic Seaboard Have 
Taken Fourteen Millions’ Worth of 
Bone and Furs Since 189!1—Inspec- 
tor Jarvis, R.N.W.M.P., Tells of 
Their Habits and Customs. 


On our Arctic coast, not far from 
the mouth of the Mackenzie river, 
there is a bit of territory about forty 
equare miles in extent, consisting 
largely of rocks, but with some soil, 
which, during the brief summer of 
the Far North, is covered with a lux- 
uriant growth of grass sprinkled with 
beautiful wild flowers. It 1s known 
us Herschel Island, and here our 
Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
muintain a post principally for the 
purpose of assuring that all goes well 
with the whalers, who often make 
the island their winter headquarters. 

The whale these fishermen seek is 
known as the bowhead. The first wes 
taken in Canadian waters 1m 1891. 
Since that time the catch in those 
waters has been 1,345 whales. On an 
average each whale yields 2,000 
pounds of whalebone, for which the 
average price during the past five 
years has been $5 a pound, _ This 
whalebone, therefore, had a value of 
$13,450,000. If to this ! 4 
value of the fur trade carried on with 
the natives of the district the tota! 
reaches the sum of $14,850,000 — a 
trade certainly worth looking 
The trade in the bone of the bow- 
head whale is practically controlled 
by one firm of New Bedford, Mass., 
and buyers go to there from England, 
France, Germany, and practically 
from all parts of the world. 
is used in the manufacture of cor- 
sets, parasols, and other like articles. 

Fifteen years ago these whales were 
taken in larga numbers around Her- 


schel Island, but the whales are each | 


year being driven farther and farther 
to the eastward. At various times 
whales have been taken bearing the 
heads of harpoons with which they 
had been wounded many years before. 
For instance, in 1886 a whale was 
caught, having stuck into it the head 
of a harpoon marked “Ansel Gibbs, 
» ship wrecked fifteen years before 
on Marble Island, in Hudson Bet 
Another case is that of the whale tak- 
en in 1893 by the ship “Norwhal, 
the whale carrying a_ flint harpoon- 
head. Such heads had not been used 
for twenty-five years, 50 that the 
whale must heve carried it at least 
that length of time. i 

In the vicinity of Herschel Island 
lives two tribes of natives. Those 
living on the island and along the 
const are known as Kogmollicks, and 
naturally they subsist chiefly on fish, 
seal, and white whale, For some un- 
known reason they are looked down 
on by the Nuntalmutes, or the in- 
shore natives, who subsist chiefly on 
what they kill in the mountains, such 
as mountain sheep and deer. 

No people could be given a higher 
churecter thar Inspector Jarvis, of 
the Herschel Island R.N.W.M. Telice 
post, gives of these residents of the 
‘Arctic coast, the despised Kogmol- 
licks. “They are quite religious,” he 
seys, “holding services on Sunday, 
end doing no work on that day, Their 
religion they carry into their every- 
day lives. They neither beg nor steal, 
end slander is unkngwn among them. 
They are as near ‘God's chosen peo- 
ple’ as any I heve ever seen, After 
my experience of this world IT could 
almost wish I hed been born an Es- 
quimo Kogmollick. They are very 
fond of their children, and take the 
greatest care of them, The children 
never require to be chastised, and 
fre very obedient, | One never sees 
any quarriling or bickering among 
them. They show the true sport In 
their games of football and baseball, 
playing these games-on the hard snow 
when the thermometer registers 25 
degrees below zero, 

“There has been no crime reported 
in the district to date.” 

Four marriages took place on the 
island curing the yexr, one of which 
was quite noteworthy, writes Inspeec- 
tor Jarvis. The bride was a young 
widow, not more than 17 years of age, 
and she had lost both her feet three 
winters before, when they had been 
nmpututed after being severely frozen, 
The bride was given away by a bro- 
ther-in-law named Supidido, which in 
English meant ‘Sour Potatoes,” cer- 
tainly a remarkeble name, and not a 
very cheerful one for the master of 
ceremonies et a wedding, “The wed- 
ding breakfast,” writes the inspector, 
“consisted of seal meat, whale meat 
and frozen rotten fish. The ceremony 
took place at the Igaloo or house of 
the brother-in-law, there being about 
fifty persons present. The size of the 
Igaloo was ten by twelve feet. I 
was invited, and got as far as the 
door. The odor arising from the pre- 
paration of the breaktast was more 


than I could stand, and I had to 
retire. 
It is quite possible, thinks Inspec- 


tor Jarvis, that minerals may be ob- 
tained in this far northern quarter of 
the Dominion. “It has been general- 
ly known here for many years,” he 
writes, ‘that the natives to the east- 
ward have been using copper for cook- 
ing utensils, harpoons, needles, ete, 
Capt. Klengenberg, who wintered at 
Prince Albert’s Landing, brought 
down a good many specimens of cop- 
per from there. I am informed by 
the natives that there is a great deal 


of graphite and other minerals in the | 


vicinity of Richard’s Island. I am of 
the opinion that within the next few 
years we shall be culled upon to act 
as mining recorders in this district. 
Along the coast are what are called 
the Smoking Cliffs. They consist of 
cliffs 200 feet high, and the smoke is 
said to arise from burning sulphur.”

THE GIANT ANT EATER 


A Most Peculiar Creature That te 
Found In Venezuela. 


The giant ant eater of Venezuela is 
one of the most outlandish looking 
creutures in all the domain of nature. 
It is an animal about two and a half 
feet high. 
together measure about seven feet in 
length. ‘The tail is usually carried 
curved over the back, draping and 
shading the body. In appearance the 
bushy tail nfay be likened to a clump 
of ornamental grass. The head is 
very small, but it is prolonged into a 


snout a foot or more in length. The 
| mouth is at the extremity of this 
snout. 


The ant enters belong to that group 
of the animal kingdom known as the 
edentates, a class usually toothless. 
If they have any teeth at all, they 
are very few in number, of a rudi- 
mentary or simple form, in the back 
of the head. They resemble in this 
respect birds. and they furthermore 
bear a resemblance to the bird crea- 
tion in the possession of muscular, 
gizzard-like stomachs. One feature 
of the edentates is that they all have 
some peculiarity in the covering of 
the body. The armadillo, for instance, 
has a shell of armor, the pangolin a 
series of shingle-like scales, the aard 
vark, native to the Transvaal, a pig- 
like skin, scantily covered with hair, 
and, lastly, the ant enter, with a 
bushy tail and the body plentifully 
covered with hair. 

The ant eater is in many ways un- 
like other animals. The most strik: 
ing dissimilarity is in its mouth, 
which does not open and shut with 
an up and down movement of the 
lower jaw, as that of all other quad- 
rupeds, but it is a mere anerture, 
opening only enough to admit of the 
passage of the foot long, whip-like 
tongue. 

In captivity the ant enter is fed on 
bread and milk. Tn its native hannts, 
the forests of Sonth America, it feeds 
exclusively on termites, or, as they 
are commonly ealled, white ants. 
These termites abound in the wilds 
of tropical America, and the ant enter 
tears open with its sharp fore claws 
their conical mvd nests and with its 
slender tongue licks up the inmates 
out of every nook and crevice. 

The ant eater has a queer wav of 
walking. It is the manner in which 
it uses its fore limbs. The claws of 
its fore limbs are so constructed that 
they are incapable of sustaining the 
weicht of the body, brt are turned 
backward, compelling the animal to 
stand and walk on the outer surface 
of the wrists. When it ambles 
promnd, awkwardly, as it annenrs, it 


seems to be using two amputated |

Wheat Increases But 25 

New York.—A special to the Tribune 
‘from Washington says:—James J. | 
Hill, discussing the wheat situation | 
with a prominent representative, de- 
{elares that the price of wheat will 
|never be substantially lowered, and in 
‘the near future the United States will 
be forced to import large quantities 
}of grain to supply its own needs. 

He pointed out that the population 
increases at the rate of 65 per cent 
while the yeild of wheat and other 
|staple products increases only 25 per 
}eent, 

From these figures he made the de- 
duction that sooner or later the de- 
mand for wheat would far exceed the 
|supply and the price of its products 
|} would constantly rise. He gave as 
an example the large import of bar 
|ley every year from the Argentine Re 
| public, although a few years ago the 
| United States raised all the barley it 
| consumed, 

This same condition would, he said 
}apply to wheat in the not far distant 
| future. 

| He said that Patton and his associ-

WHEAT PRICES WILL KEEP he ELEVATORS AT COAST 


TERMINAL ELEVATORS TO BE 
BUILT AT VANCOUVER 


| 
If the Railway Company Will Not Pro-| 
vide Facilities for Handling the| 
Wheat of Alberta the Grain Men| 
Will Take the Matter in Hand and 
Erect the Necessary Elevators for) 
the Export Wheat) 
Vancouver.—"If the Canadian Paci-! 
fie railway does not decide to start the 
erection of a grain elevator in Van- 
couver the Alberta grain men will 


willingly undertake the task. It has} 
heen suggested that temporary facili-| 
ties for this season be provided with | 
the idea of building an elevator here 
next year. In my opinion this pro-| 
vision will prove entirely inadequate, | 
as the movement of the export wheat | 


from Alberta via Vancouver is no, 
longer a matter of conjecture. It is a} 
certainty.” 


This was the important statement 
made by Mr. L. P. Strong, of Calgary, 
general manager of the Alberta Pa-| 
cifie Elevator company, at the Hotel 
Vancouver. Mr. Strong arrived from 
Victoria, where he had been in con- 
sultation with Mr. William Whyte, 
second vice president of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, in regard to the 
question of providing grain handling’! 
facilities in this city. 

“A grain elevator with a eapacity of 
at least one million bushels should be 
completed before October of this year, 
when the first westward movement of 
the wheat begins. Two or three years | 
hence an additional plant of possibly 
larger capacity will be needed here. 
The Alberta grain crop last year at a 
low estimate wag 30,000,000 bushels, 
with 1,000,000 acres under cultivation. 
This year, if normal conditions pre- 
vail, the grain crop should total 45,- 
900,000 bushels of which 15,000,000 
bushels will be wheat. Reports indi- 
cate that 50 per cent. will represent 
the increased acreage this season. In 
four vears, or five years at the latest, 
the Alberta grain crop should approxi- 
mate 100,000,000 bushels. If it were 
all shipped out of the country its 
transportation would require 100,000 
freight cars.”
